White is always in good taste and 
gives character and order to any 
color scheme. 


White used next to color inten- 
sifies the color by raising its 
key. Black acts to the contrary; 
black next_to a color modifies the 
intensity. Black and white are, 
therefore, used as harmonizers. 

A color that appears light in 
one square imch will seem bril- 
liant when applied to a large area. 
Colors should be reduced in in- 
tensity in proportion to the area 
covered. 

Bright colors are best used in 
darker rooms. Light colors. make 
a smal] room larger; dark colors 
make a large room smaller. 

Tints and shades should not 
be combined unless a pure color 
is also used in the scheme. Do 
not use pure colors on large areas. 

Pale colors require good light 
to be appreciated but too strong 
light kills Dale colors. 

Certain colors. advance — red, 
yellow and, all the warmer tones. 


A room done in warm colors seem | 


smaller, in cool colors, larger. 


Light colors reflect and diffuse 
light. No tint used in the ceil- 
ing can equal pure white for re- 
flection value. 


Bright colors are stimulating 
but tiring. Bright and pure colors 
should be used with restraint in 
interiors. 


A color scheme means a con- 
tinuity of a predominating hue 
where two or more contrasting or 
harmonizing shades, tints or hues 
are added for heightening effect. 


Complementary ‘color schemes 
colors go in pairs, i.e. green is the 
complementary of red; orange for 
blue; yellow for purple. 

Monochromatic color schemes 
are arrangements of hues, shades, 
or tints of the same family, i.e., 
orange, peach, bisque. 

Analogous color schemes are 
arrangements of related hues, 
shades or tints of varying values 
and intensities, i.e., blue, blue- 
green, green. 


Brush the hair-upward and out- 
ward, never flat on the head. A 
standing position, with head hang- 
ing down, feet planted well apart 
makes brushing really effective.

EGG SUPPORTS 
DISCONTINUED 
END OF YEAR 


Egg price-supports will be dis- 
continued on December 31, 1950, 
according to an announcement 
from the United States department 
of agriculture. 

The statement made by the de- 
partment pointed out that despite 
the fact that the support level for 
1950 was set at only 75 per cent 
of parity, downward adjustments 
in egg production were not made. 
In fact, production increased about 
6 per cent over that for 1949. 
Consequently, the CCC was requir- 
ed to purchase an amount of dried 
eggs almost equivalent to the in- 
crease in egg production. 

The year’s experience has dem- 
onstrated, according to the depart- 
ment announcement, that an at- 
tempt to keep government acqui- 
sition of eggs at a level where 
disposition is possible without 
substantial loss would require, 
under the ,sliding-scale theory of 
existing legislation, that the sup- 
port price be reduced to a mean- 
ingless level.
